This day ia the Houfe of Commons, Mr T, Luttrell requelted the 
Houfe would take notice, that, after the recefS, he intended to bring 
before them again the bufinefs of Milbourne Port.

He could compare it 
only to that in Shakefpeare, where the Duke of Gloucefter, ftanding 
between two reverend Prelates, is perfuaded to accent the crown, while 
the Duke of Buckingham is pronouncing to the citizens his panegyrics on 
the former Duke, at the fame time that he is petfeétly confcious of his 
hypocrify. The noble Lord, ftanding betweelt the two fages of the 
law (Attorney-General and Lord Advocate) according to.Mr Luttrell’s 
analogy, naturally brought.that ftene to recollection, while the Speaker 
might be taken for the Duke of Buckingham. But how far the Speaker 
and Duke refembled each other, required no dinall thare of abilities to 
determine.

His noble friend, he knew, 
uid not defpife office ; he had no objeétion to enter into it; but he 
would keep for ever out of it, uolefs he could go in upon honett and 
independent principles, an@take in all.thof with him whofe principles 
pointed them out as the fitteft perfons to prop a falling ftate. As to 
the name of Clerk and Commis, he faw nothing in them that was in the’ 
leaft degree contemptible. ‘The honourable gentleman was fullicisotly 
acquainted with France and its language to know that Commis was a re- 
fpeétable appellation ; and that to be a premier Commis in an office of 
State, was as object of ambition to gentlemen of diftinétion in that 
country ; he was, therefore, furprifed to hear fo much warmth expret{- 
ed by the honourable gentleman at being called a Commis. At all e- 
veats, the Houfe of Commons was by no means a place for fettling pri- 
vate quarrels; mor ought the honourable gentleman to chufe it asa fit 
place to hold a language that politenefs and good breeding could never 


ord Nugent begged that the Speaker would put an end to} the 
conteft ; the Houfe was very diforderly, and, he was forry to fay, that 
it had been peculiarly fo thefe ten days patt.

He then had in his eye 
a very able General who had diftinguithed himfelf at the head of armies, 
and for whofe charaéter he entertained the higheft refpect ; and yet, if 
he thould hear that he had been appointed to a feat on a bench in Weft- 
minfler Hall, he would moft heartily laugh at the appointment. There 
was not aman for whom, as a lawyer, and-ar able Speaker, he felt a 
greater degree of veneration, than for the learned gentleman then in the 
chair (Sir Fletcher Norton); but, if he fhould hear of that gentleman 
being appointed to the command of a troop of horfe, he would deem 
the jon ridiculous and abfurd. The name of Clerk was in itfelf 
very refpectable. ‘There were then fitting at the table two gentlemen 
who were clerksto the Houfe. ‘Their learning and abilities command- 
ed the of every gentleman, and no one gave it more heartily 
than he did; but, if they fhould be taken from the pen, and placed at 
the head of a corps of artillery, he certainly would not refrain from 
laughter.” The hovourable Gentleman fhould diftinguith between the 
perfon and the profeflion. His perfon certainly was refpeétable, for his 
charaéter was truly amiable. But he ought net to be offended with any 
one who fhould call his military promotion prepofterous: The blame 
did ag fall upon him, but upon thofe who had>promoted him. 

Secretary at War faid, that the change of profeflion was no 

new thing in France and other countries ; it was common enough to fee 
a gentleman change the long robe for the regimental, and vice ver/2. 
“The name-of Gommis, he obferved, was very inapplicable tc the Ho- 
nourable Gentleman, for the office title which he’ bore in France was 
not that.of Commis or Clerk ; he was called the King’s Secretary.

time and: place being out of the queftion, he did not entertain a defire 
that a fingle fyliable of what he had uttered, had been unfaid ; what he 
» had faid was extorted from him. A torrent of abufe had been poured 
on him in the news-papers; thefe he treated with the moft fovereign 
contempt ; but as he withed to ftand well in the opinion of all honeft 
men, he was anxious to fet them right in one point ; he therefore de- 
clared, that he never had, directly or indireétly, entered into any ne- 
gotiation with the noble Lord in'the blue ribbon; where he had nego- 
tiated, he had met with honourable treatment, and the bufinefs had 
ended entirely to his fatisfaction. If he had negotiated, it muft not 
have been upon interefted terms; for by accepting a {gat on the Bench, 
he muft hiave given up nearly half of the emoluments he now enjoyed. 
Mr De Grey held himéelf excufeable in rifing to vindicate the cha- 
traéter of his father, againft whom fome imputations had been thrown 
out an a former oceafion. That no fum had been offered to him to 
procure his refignation, he was authorifed to declare upon his honour. 
To give money, would have been corrupt ; to take it would have beea to 
participate in the corruption ; and he trufted that his father’s reputation 
for integrity was too well eftablifhed, for a charge of corruption againft 
him to be lightly ¢aken up:by the Hovfe of Commons. ‘To.that Houfe 
he was ready to fubmit his conduct; to that Honfe he wifhed to fub- 
mit it, perfeétly fatisfied, that he fhould have a fair hearing, and that 
his honour; fupported by his innocetice, wouldgnot fuffer in their hands. 
Lord North, fubferibed moft heartily to what the Hon. Member had 
faid of his learned father ; his filial piety had not carried him too far in 
his praife of that great fudge ; and if his charaéter could gain any thing 
from his tribute of-applaufe, he was moft ready to beftow it; and, in 
juftice to the learned Judge’s chasaéter, he could declare upon his ho- ° 
nour, that he gever in his life offered any money to him, in order te 
procure his refignation, and that confequently he had never confented 
to take any. 
The Committee then -proceeded to buiinefS. The firft claufe that 
offered itfelf to their confideration, was that which pointed. out the 
manner in which the office of the third Secretary of State ihould be dif- 
charged ; but, as that office has not been aboliihed, the providing claufe 
was expunged, The next ¢laufe was, for referring to a Committee of the 
Privy Council, the bufinefs now executed by the Board of Tradc, as 
that Board is tobe abolifhed. 
Lord Nugent oppofed the elaufe on conftitutionat grounds. - No pub-
